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THE l._lllTlHVll.l;E PRESBYTERY.

The following are some extracts from the
speech of Rev, Dr. M. A. Boardman, of this
eity, in the Oeneral Assembly ol the Preshy-
torian Church, recently held at 81, Loald:—

Here, sir, on the first day of this fjuestion,
there enme lour brethren from the Presbytery ol
Loulsyille, and presented thelr cl‘u-!e-nn.ﬂg (i
your Committee on (‘ommission — your Com-
mittee, not theirs, That Commitiee F-}:ﬂ!"l npon
them, and found them regular, eir names
were enrolled. They took sheir seals upon the
floor by the same authority, My, Moderator,
with which you and I ait hexe. There was no
question, There wae no question as to the acen-
racy, or regularity, or validity of this commis-
glon, The Preebytery of Lounisville was a Pres
bytory in goud standing, as much so us Nu-l
Presbytery ol Chillieothe, or the Presbytory ol
Minmi, or ag the Preabytery down in Jersey—I
don’t know which it is—who sent a brother here
to move a previous question, That Presbytery
was and 1#1n 08 good #tanding w2 any ol these,
and these men are here by a right a8 clear and
indisputable a8 we are—any of us—and what
did you dot Well, sir, here t8 what you did:—

* Regolved, That a commlitoo ol seven ba anpointed,
compossd of lour ministers and threp eldors, to ox.
amide into the wacts eonnostod with the allegod actd
and procoodings of the Louisvilic Prosby'ery, and
whelber it is entided to representation in the Gene-
ral Assombly, nod to recommond what action, if
any, tho Genernl Assembiy sbould take with regard
to thia said Presbytory,”

Well, sir, since the world began--since the
institations of Justinian weee organized and

established —was it ever heard thit a set of men
were put upon trial under an indietment like
thant 7

“Alleged acts!” What are they? They are
nol stated here on this paper under which they
are condemned, Certain things are referred o
in debate: whut has It to do with the action of
this house ! What explansation is there Lo be of
that resolution a¢ it goes duown to your gucees-
gors ! I will not eay that s} diligent archweclo.
gieal student in some distant period of the
Church may not be able to find out what the
first und of this proceeding was; but surely,
sir, it was the equitable right of these brethren
to be luformed iu the paper and resolution by
which they were condemned, what they were
condemned for; and i they were to be exaludel
from geats in the House, what they were to be
excluded for,

Bir, this Church s dear (o me, and all its
rights are dear to me, and in siriking down
these brethren they have strock at me and
struck at you, sir, and every mnn on this floor,
and every convenlent method of defense. And,
sir, rely upon it, it is not the mode of proce-
dure which is recoznized in the house of God:
it 18 not the method of dealing with the highest
and most sacred rights of Christian men and
Christian ministers which is prescribed i that
Constitutlon; it is ao utber Invasion of sll those
righte, You notonly find no precedent for it in
the history of the Church, but no precedents
for 1t i ke history of Chriztinn jurisprudence,
I taket,

Sir, did this General Assembly in 1837, when
the minute was already prepared by the hand of
that revered and illustrious man, Dr. Baxter,
ol Virginia (for he wrote it in my house)—a min-
ute_which was to lay the foundation for the
excluding of thése four sinners-—sir, dld the
General Assembly introduce that winute or the
commitiee who presented it, and say, **Mode-
ralor, I move the previous question 7 And did
ihe General Assembly sustain the previous
question? And did the members of these four

ynods get up and zo out of the house, or were
they allowed the amplest latitude of debate ?
When the General Assembly dissolved the three
Presbyteries of Philadelplna which gave them
s0 much trouble for muny years, did they begin,
sir, by excluding the members of those Presby-
teries from the house; or did they wive them
lenary opportunity to say what reason they
Eaﬂ why they should not be dissolved 2

My brethren and fathers—I must say it—I
believe a mistaken judgment §s embodied in the
hasty action of this body on Friday last. Aund 1
say it wns & woful thing for a preat assembly,
reprasenting one of the greatest churches on this
continent, or of the world—a Church which hus
glortéd alike in holding forth the bunuer as well
of civll as of religious liberly in all Jnads and
wherever yonder sun circuits the earth—it 1= a
woful thing that a General Assembly of thiz sort
should sel ite hand to a principle which goes
to subyert all buman rights and all human
liberty.

Bir, thes¢ men must Le heard; sand vou will
not uinup quietly until they are heard. You may
have lonr to one—yes, sir, and you may have
four hundred to one, but, sir, you are on irial
yourgell—we are ou trial; and thos far we have
munde but a very poor showing ol i1,

The sertiment has gone over the community—
among the men that have been fuithlul Union
men during the war— that huve poured out thely
money like water, and that bave stood by the
old flag with an inflexible Gdelity—and among
the men whose sympathies have been supposed

to be in the otber direction—the sentiment has
gone torth through this comwmunily that yon
are preceeding beyond the principles of enlight-
ened Christian liberty, or of & government of
Iaw, or a Constitution of freedom, and upon the
principles ol despotism; and the reputation of
the Church is coneerned in it, We cannot afford
that sort of thing; we caunot afford to have it
pleaded by politiclans, who may have thelr
schemes to accomplish and their purposes to
achieve; we canpot afford to have thie action of
the General Aseembly of the Presbyterian Church
citad a8 o venerable precedent as glving sane-
tion to these foul and oppressive messures, No,
slr, we must adhere to the great doctrine of
human rights, to the principles ot our Constitu-
tion and this great American Republie, [ do
not refer merely to our respected friends, our
fellow-citizens, I may say, for the time being, to
the comparatinely lmited assemblv which can
crowd ttself within these doors, Wo are on trial
before the American people, and before all
the Ohurches of all lands, before the whole
civitized world. And I tell you, sir, that if this
nction goes lorth vnmodified, unracalled, unte-
Aressed by what you are vet to do, it will turn
out with you ns it turned out in thet memorabie
touflict tween Rome and Carthage. “One
more such vietory will prove your defeat und
overthrow,"

I tell you, sir, that the silence of these men
whowt along here but the other day clothed
with Meir sacred rlﬁ:l, that the siléence—the
enforcud silence o these men—is 6 volce which
will muke {taell heard throughont the whole
land,

8ir, you have delegated these men with a
power of meech -with & mighty influencs which
they never could have exerclsed—a power whioh
they never could have attained Lore had you
surrendered this platform to them exclusively
for & week {ogether, .

Let them de their woret, sir, they could not
have done for themselves what sou have dons
for them, by sending them forth branded men
without the oppartunity of making a delonse,
It hins gone over this community, and it 1he

Aave dope. You have put these wen i » posi

tion where every falrsminded man who lopks at
these moatrers in any other atmosphere than one
which ie beclonded ns this js—one who looks at
these things from a point where these conflicting
and surging tides ol prejodice and passion and
remembered wrong, or apticipated avil, are not
met i mighty conflct—gou have put these men
in a position where the henrt of every man, and
I am sure of every woman (i such elreum-
stances a9 these), will go forth in sympnthy.
Now, Moderator, I say that these bréthren are
Just a8 much entitled ta be heard aa any mems
ber on this floor is entitled to be heard, and if
Hatinetions are to be mnpde, they are mope

this case then any man s to be heard etther for
or agninet them, It may bo a question of life
and denth with thom snd thelr Preshyterles,
Sir, by this vote you have for o time disfranclilsed
one of the lirgest Presbyteries of the Churoly,
[ geée by the miputes that Preshytery has thirty-
three churches, Yoo put them ont of the house
and entirely ignore them, Wo have o pleht to
avall oupselves of e acenmulsted wisdom and
experience and Christian fdelity of every Com-
misgioner appomnted {0 this body, In passing
upon every one of the questions which are or
may be acted upon. Sir, questions may come
up here which the presence or absence of these
four men might decide—questions of funda-
mental importance concerning the poliey af {he
Church; respecting the Theologicn! Seminaries
of the Church; und respecting the future intes
resté of our blessed country,  And so, therefore,
you wrong not only them, but you wrong us all,
You wrong our Presbyteries and Churchos by
excluding them from their aonts,

But, sir, m voncluglon, no man can look upon
this scene without feeling that our Church is
reaching a erisls, The Church is in deep waters,
atd there are two policies that moet ne, There
I8 afork Io the road, brethren, and you must
tiko one path or the other, and, nnder God, the
whole future of onr Church is bound up in the
path which you take, On the one hund thare is
the path of sevenity, and stern, unrelenting jus-
tice, and of holding every mun accountable for
every rash word he has uttered, and for every
rnsh sentiment he has written, and for every
disloyul—1 refer to the Churoh—for every dis-
loyal paragraph he has put forth in sermon or
newspaper; youare (o hold ever yman accountable
for what hns gone forth from ﬂim in the genson
ol conflict and’ excitement which lin: swent like
a0 hurrleane over our land—which has filled it
with pgraves and moorners; and you are to
arraign uw?- siich man at your bar; yon are to
visit upon biai the full penalty of your jurispru-
denee for every such offense,” But il you do it
¢ir, sour Church is divided, The Eplﬂt-.opai
Church is gathering up ita scattered fragments
to unite them once more in blessed fraternity,
The Methodist Church, North and South, are
clasping their hands together over these lines of
blocd, snd saying one to another, we will not
gee it.  Let us be brethern. Sir, it rematns for
thie Assembly to decide what shall be the poliey
of our Church, not only tor years to come—Ilor
u tew years to come—bul peradventure for 4
very long period to come,

PROTEST.
Tho undersigned, for themselves and othera
respectfully protest against the entive proceed-
Ings of the Generdl Assembly concerning the
Louisville Presbytery and the eigners of the
“Declaration and Testimony,”

1. The summary exclusion from this house ot
the Commissioners of the Loulsville Presbytery,
undexr the operation of the previous question,
without allowing them or their friends one word
of defense or explanation, was, in our judgment,
i usurpation of powers not belonging to the
General Assembly, a gross invasion of the rights
of the Presbytery, an act of oppression towards
the Commissioners themselves, nud a violation
of those principles of justice and cguity whivh
every deliberative assembly, und espeiially n
Court of Jesus Christ, is bound to bold inviolate,
For n proper anulysis of this procedure we refer
to u protest of certain members ol this body, to
be found in the minutes of the 224 ult,, and in
most of the rensons for which the undersigned
cononr,

We lay the utmost stress upon this point, be-
cause everythiog that tollowed pertaining to
this business must be judged in the light ol the
fact that the Assembly was passing upon the
conduct of men who, by its act, not thewr own,
were not present to defend themselves. The
allegation that the Assembly offered to hear
them when o report was inlroduced proposing
to visit upon them the seyverest penalties, can
be of no avail; for in the 1esolution of expul
glon it was their Presbytery which was ni-
raigned, and they could not properly reiurn {o
their seuld without consultine their Presbytery,
Noris it believed that there was u single mem-
ber of the Assembly who cxpected them to
plead at the bar of a court which bad opened
their cage by ejecting them from their seats
unhenrd, and three days alter voted down n
resolution to readmit them to the soats until
their caces shonld be disposed of,

2, Throughoul the entire course of these pro-
cecdings, ond pervading the claborate aren
menis of the majority, 1t was maintained that
this was a “judicinl onse,” and that theso
brethren were “on trial” hefore the Assembly,
Whereas the noterious fact is that they had
never been arragoed and tried: that neither in
Presbytery nor Synod had there been any men-
tiom ol fermal charges, of citations, witpesses,
or any of the steps essentinl under our Constitu-
tion to n judieial process, The Form of Gov-
ernment snd the Digest show that it 9 nol com-
petent to a judicatory to take up o ense judicially
on “Review and Control." And this plea is
further debarred by the fact that the records of
thie Presbytery of Louisviile were not betore the
Assembly. As the Cleneral Ass¢mbly has no
original jurisdiction in cnses of oflense, the
whole procecding, in so far as the cage was
frented judicially, was, in our judgment, irge-
gulnr and unconstitutional,

4. The case wan biassed by the action of a Con-
vention called together to consider these very
matters on the eve of the Assembly's meeting,
apd eitting, it was currently reported, with
cloged doors. The lnflammatory memorial sent
to the Assembly by this Conventlon (some of
them members of the Assewbly) discloses a
state of mind on the part of the suthors il
uited to calm and impartinl deliberation
upon such questions ss were lnvelved in this
chee,

4. The severity of the judgment visited upon
these brothren “was gredd y disproportioned to
their otfense, No one Lnd chagged them with
beresy, or with immorality, The principles
affirmed in thelr pamphlet are substuntinlly the
orinciples fncorporated in our Confession of
Faith and held by our whole Church, They be-
Heved that Genernl Assemblles had visluted the
principles, and eepecially thut the Assem bly ol
1866 had undertaken to lmpose certain laws
upon the Church in derogation of the plain
provicion of our Comstitution. In this bLuelief
they sre sustained by the Synods of’ New Jersey
and Philadelphia, by several Prasby teries, and
by numerous ministers and laymen of the
Church, Their error lay iu the measures by
which they'sought to rediess these evile, We
do not fustify them in those mensures, We cone
domn them, But we insst that they should
hive been allowed to plend their own causs
without its heing projudged, as it wis by the'r
lnstant oxelusion from tholr seats on the
fiecond day of our sesslon. We insist that they
should have been allowed tme to review
thelr proceedings;, and canecel (i « g
posed) the offensive terms they hms uppiyfl 1o
ihe General Assembiies ot the Ohurcl, & do
not object to thelr being required o do this,
and to snswer to thelr revbyteries and Synods,
and to the next Assembly as (o what they may
hove done In the premises;: bul we regard the

irit and terms of their exclusion from al! the
church gudlcntorlea (the Seaslon excepted) uniil
the pext Assembly, and the coontingent dissolu-
tion of Presbyteries, as needlessly hursh mes-
sures, pregonaot with evil 1o the Chareh. And
Wwe fortily this conclusion by the fact, fally
established in debate, and eontroverted’ by no
one, thut one of the Presbyferies now repre-
sented in this bouse, and even one or more of
the memberg of this very Ascembly, had used
language und periormaod uets quite as pregnant
with rebellion tewards the Assembly, without
being subjected to the slightest consure,

vontroversy, to create widespread dissatisfpes
tion with the deliverances of the Assembly, and
to allenale many of the best friends of our insti-
tutions, With one necowd, our several Boards
bave appemod before us deplormg the falling
off in rheir receipts, and the decay of sympathy
in thelr operntions, We greatly fear that the
mensures agaunst which we protest will aggra-
vife these pyils,

0. Wo believe that the interests of the Church
and of the country are jdentified. And thus
believing, we protest against these proceedings
uf adapted to impatr the capacity of the Church
for its legitimate and beneficent work, and to in-
crease nud perpetunte the jealouvsies and animo-
sities whieh still vex the land,

7. And fnally, we protest agalnst these ordl-
nances beeause they are likely to defor, if not
prevent, that Christinn co-operation between
the Preshytetian churches, North and Soath,
which i s0 needful to the evangolizing of our
people, and especially to the religlous instrue-
tion of tonr mitlions of treedimen, most ol them
now as sheep without a shepherd.
